The following award passed by the Industrial 
Tribunal- cum -Labour Court- I, at Panaji-Goa on 
29-03-2011 in reference No. IT / 24 / 04 is hereby 
published as required by Section 17 of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 (Central Act 14 of 1947) . 


3. The Party I was employed with the Party II as 
a Structural Fitter since 12-02-1985 . The Party I did 
not report for duties from 30-10-1999 . the Party I 
had sent a medical certificate stating that he was 
suffering from Hepatitis and was advised rest for a 
period of 21 days . The Party I did not report for duty 
after expiry of 21 days and as such by notice dated 
1-12-1999 , the Party II called upon the Party I to 
report to the Company s Medical Officer for 
medical examination within 7 days of the receipt 
of the letter. The said letter /notice was returned 
unserved with a postal endorsement Unclaimed .

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4. The Party II issued a charge- sheet dated 
28-12-1999 to the Party I for habitual absence which 
constituted misconduct under clause 29 (VI) of the 
Certified Standing Orders of the Company. The said 
charge - sheet as well as the notice of the inquiry 
dated 12-01-2000 which were sent by Regd . A / D 
post was returned unserved as unclaimed . A 
second notice of inquiry dated 7-02-2000 was also 
returned unserved with postal endorsement Out of 
Station . Hence, notice was published in the local 
daily Navind Times . Shri D. V. Raju was appointed 
as an Inquiry Officer and Shri S. S. Sail was ap 
pointed as Presenting Officer. 

5. The inquiry commenced on 21-02-2000 . The 
Party I did not attend the inquiry . The statement of 
the Management Representative was recorded in 
the absence of Party I. By letter dated 28-02-2000 , 
the Party I requested the Inquiry Officer to open 
the inquiry proceedings on the ground that he 
was not aware of the date of the inquiry fixed on 
21-02-2000 . The said application was allowed and 
the Inquiry Officer opened the inquiry and called 
upon the Management to adduce evidence . The 
Party I was also given opportunity to establish 
his defence. The Inquiry Officer submitted his 
findings on 14-11-2000 holding the Party I guilty of 
misconduct under clause No. 29 (VI) of the Certified 
Standing Orders. 

6. During the pendency of the first inquiry , 
the Party I was served with another charge - sheet 
dated 1-06-2000 alleging that on 8-05-2000 without 
punching the attendance card , he reported to the 
supervisor in plain clothes for allocation of duties 
and registering his attendance . It was further 
alleged that the Party I had left the workplace 
without permission and was found chitchatting 
with his friends. The Officer- in -charge had told the 
Party I to go to his allotted place. The Party I did 
not heed to the advice of the supervisor and 
indulged in the acts of insubordination . The Party I 
was charged for committing misconduct under 
Clause 29 (I) (XI), ( XII), (XIII), (XXVIII), XXXVII) and 
Clause 31 (b ) and 31 ( e ) of Certified Standing 
Orders . 


No. 31 ( e ) of Certified Standing Orders of the 
Company 

8. The Party I raised the dispute wherein he has 
challenged the fairness of these inquires on several 
grounds. The Party I has stated that the Inquiry 
Officers appointed in both these inquires were bi 
ased against him . The Party I has stated that 
the Inquiry Officer, Shri D. V. Raju had allowed the 
Presenting Officer to interfere with the recording 
of evidence during the cross -examination of the 
Management witness and that he had advised and 
dictated the witnesses to depose in a particular 
manner. The Party I has stated that the Inquiry 
Officer, Shri D. V. Raju was the Deputy Manager 
(Personnel) of the Party II and that he had issued 
letter dated 1-12-1999 to the Party I alleging that 
the Party I had remained absent without leave or 
permission from 30-10-1999. The Party I has stated 
that the Inquiry Officer, Shri Raju had already come 
to the conclusion that the Party I had committed 
the misconduct and as such he ought not to have 
been appointed as the Inquiry Officer. 

9. The Party I has further stated that Shri S. S. 
Sail was the Presenting Officer in the inquiry in 
respect of the charge- sheet dated 28-12-1999 dispite 
which , he was appointed as an Inquiry Officer 
in the inquiry in respect of charge - sheet dated 
1-06-2000. The Party I has stated that being a 
Presenting Officer in the previous inquiry , said 
Shri Sail was biased against him and as such he 
ought not to have been appointed as an Inquiry 
Officer in the second charge - sheet . 

10. The Party I has stated that Shri Sail had not 
recorded the statements of the witnesses in the 
manner deposed by him . He has further stated that 
Mr. Sail interfered with the recording of evidence 
and to prompt Management witnesses to depose 
in a particular manner. The Party I has stated 
in the course of inquiry , the General Manager 
(Production ) had issued a letter dated 24-07-2002, 
whereby he had sought to correct the date of 
alleged incident from 10-5-2000 to 08-5-2000 . The 
Party I had stated that the complainant, Shri Ajit 
Basak was absent from duty on 10-05-2000 . Hence , 
the said correction was made with malafide 
intention and with an object of creating evidence . 
The Party I has also stated that the case of the 
management was not supported by its witnesses . 
The Party I has stated that the findings of the 
Inquiry Officer are not based on the evidence on 
record and that the findings are perverse and 
illegal 


7. The Party II appointed Shri Sail as an Inquiry 
Officer and Shri Rajesh Babu S. was appointed as 
the Management Representative (MR). The Party I 
participated in the said inquiry . The Management 
as well as the Workman / Party I had adduced 
evidence in support of their respective case / 
/defence . The Inquiry Officer submitted his 
findings on 1-03-2001 holding the Party I guilty of 
the charges of misconduct under Clause No. 29(I), 
(XI), (XII), (XIII ), (XXVIII), (XXXVII) and Clause

him without giving him an opportunity of making 
representation on findings. The Party I has stated 
that his dismissal is illegal as the said order was 
not passed in accordance with the provisions of 
the Certified Standing Orders . The Party I has stated 
that the General Manager is an appellate authority 
and as such he was not competent to pass the 
order. The Party I has further stated that he has 
been dismissed from service for being an active 
member of Shipyard Employees Union (Goa ) and for 
not yielding to the pressure of the Management to 
leave the said Union and join the rival Union . The 
Party I has stated that the action of the Party II is 
malafide and illegal. Hence , the Party I had prayed 
for reinstatement with the consequential benefits . 

12. The Party II has denied that the inquiries 
were conducted in violation of the principles of 
natural justice . The Party II has stated that in both 
these inquiries the Party I was allowed to be 
represented by a representative of his choice and 
he was given reasonable opportunity to defend 
himself in respect of the charges levelled against 
him . The Party II has stated that the Party I has 
fully participated in the inquiries and had cross 
-examined the Management witnesses and had 
examined himself in his defence . 


15. Issue Nos . 1 and 2 were treated as preliminary 
issues . Both parties had adduced evidence and 
advanced arguments on these issues . Findings on 
these issues were given vide order dated 7-7-2009 
wherein the inquiries conducted against Party I 
were held to be proper. Charges levelled against 
the Party I in both charge - sheets were also held 
to be proved . Hence parties were called upon to 
adduce evidence on the remaining issues . 

16. Both parties have adduced evidence on 
issue No. 3. Lnd . Adv . Shri Nigalye has argued on 
behalf of the Party I and Lnd . Adv . Shri P. J. Kamat 
has argued on behalf of the Party II. I have perused 
the records and my findings on the issue are as 
under: 


Issue No. 3: This issue pertains to the quantum 
of punishment. It is not in dispute that on receipt 
of the findings submitted by the Enquiry Officers 
in respect of charge - sheets dated 28-12-1999 and 
24-7-2000 , the Party II, vide notices dated 
28-11-2000 and 24-4-2001, had called upon the 
Party I to show cause as to why he should not be 
dismissed from service . The Party I had filed his 
reply to these notices. On considering the replies 
of the Party I and his past records , the Party II 
terminated the services of the Party I vide order 
dated 24-4-2001 . 


13. The Party II has further stated on receipt of 
the findings of the Inquiry Officers in both these 
inquiries, the Party I was issued notice and 
was given an opportunity to show cause on the 
proposed punishment . The Party I was also 
appraised of this past records. The Party II has stated 
since the explanation given by the Party I was not 
satisfactory and on considering the past records, 
service of the Party I was terminated . The Party II 
has stated that the dismissal order is legal, bonafide 
and justified . The Party II has denied that the 
dismissal order was not issued in accordance with 
the provisions of the Certified Standing Orders of 
the Company. The Party II has also denied that it 
had dismissed the Party I for his Union activities or 
that it had pressurized he Party I to join any other 
Union . The Party II has denied that its action was 
malafide, unjustified and illegal. 


17. Lnd . Adv. Shri Nigalye has argued that the 
Party I was unable to attend duties due to his 
illness as such the Party II was not justified in 
terminating the services of the Party I. Lnd. Adv. 
Shri Nigalye has further argued that order of 
dismissal is not justified as the past records of the 
Party I are clean and blemishless. He contends 
that the records produced by the Party II are of 
distant past and are not relevant. Ind . Adv. Shri 
Nigalye has further argued that the charge -sheets 
at Exb . 22 and 24 were served on the Party I. There 
is no evidence to prove that the said charge- sheets 
were served on the Party I or that the same were 
withdrawn at the intervention of the Union . Lnd . 
Adv. Shri Nigalye contends that same mere 
issuance of charge- sheets , which had been with 
drawn subsequently , does not prove misconduct. 


14. Based on the aforesaid pleadings, the follow 
ing issues were framed : 


1. Whether the Party I proves that , the 

domestic enquiries conducted against him 

by the Party II are not fair and proper ? 
2. Whether the Party II proves that charges of 

misconduct levelled against the Party I are 
proved to the satisfaction of the Court by 
acceptable evidence ? 


18. Lnd . Adv. Shri P. J. Kamat has argued that the 
Party I has been held guilty of absenteeism and 
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insubordination and indiscipline at the workplace. 
Lnd. Adv . Shri P. J. Kamat has argued that the 
Party I is guilty of grave misconduct . He has relied 
upon the judgments of the Apex Court in the case 
of Delhi Transport Corporation v / s Sardar Singh 2004 
III CLR 289, L & T Komatsu Ltd., v / s N. Udaykumar 
2008 I CLR 978 , Employers in relation to the 
management of West Bokaro Colliery of M / s. TISCO 
Ltd., v / s Workman 2008 II CLR 220 and the 
decision of the Bombay High Court in the case of 
P. V. Kenve v / s BSNL ( Telecom Factory ), Mumbai and 
Another 2010 I CLR 170 . 


the Act should be exercised judiciously when the 
punishment is either shockingly disproportionate 
to the gravity of misconduct and shocks the 
conscious of the Tribunal/Court or when the past 
conduct of the Workman persuades the Tribunal/ 
/Court to reduce the punishment or when there are 
mitigating circumstances which require reduction 
of the sentence . 

22. In the light of the aforesaid binding prin 
ciples laid down by the Apex Court , the question 
which falls for my consideration is whether the 
penalty imposed on the Party I is shockingly 
disproportionate to the charges levelled and proved 
and whether the Party I has made out a case for 
exercise of discretionary jurisdiction or not. 


19. There is no dispute that Section 11 A of the 
Industrial Disputes Act vests the Tribunal with 
discretion to substitute the order of discharge of 
dismissal into an order of reinstatement or give 
such other relief to the Workman including the 
award of any lesser punishment in lieu of discharge 
or dismissal as the circumstances of the case may 
require . 


20. In the case of Mahindra & Mahindra Ltd., 
v / s N. B. Nawade 2005 - I CLR 803 a three Judge Bench 
of the Apex Court after referring to the 
decisions in the case of U.P.S.R.T.C. v / s Subhash 
Chandra (Supra ) and Kailash Nath Gupta v / s 
Enquiry Officer (2003 II CLR 72 ) has held that “ It is 
not doubt true that after introduction of Section 
11- A in the Industrial Disputes Act, certain amount 
of discretion is vested with the Labour Court / Indus 
trial Tribunal in interfering with the quantum of 
punishment awarded by the Managementwhere the 
concerned Workman is found guilty of misconduct . 
The said area of discretion has been very well 
defined by the various judgements of this Court 
referred to hereinabove and it is certainly not 
unlimited as has been observed by the Division Bench 
of the High Court . The discretion which can be 
exercised under Section 11 - A is available only on the 
existence of certain factors like punishment being 
disproportionate to the gravity of misconduct so as 
to disturb the conscience of the court , or the 
existence of any mitigating circumstances which 
requires the reduction of the sentence, or the past 
conduct of the Workman which may persuade the 
Labour Court to reduce the punishment. In the 
absence of any such factor existing, the Labour Court 
cannot by way of sympathy alone exercise the 
power under Section 11- A of the Act and reduce 
the punishment” . 


23. It is to be noted that the Party I has been 
held guilty of absenteeism , committing acts of 
subversive of discipline, loitering while on duty 
and willful insubordination . In the case of Delhi 
Transport Corporation (supra ), the Apex Court has 
held that "when an employee absents himself from 
duty , even without sanctioned leave for very long 
period , it prima facie shows lack of interest in work . 
Para 19(h ) of the Standing Order as quoted above 
relates to habitual negligence of duties and lack of 
interest in the Authority s work . When an employee 
absents himself from duty without sanctioned leave 
the Authority can , on the basis of the records, come 
to a conclusion about the employee being habitually 
negligent in duties and an exhibited lack of interest 
in the employer s work . Ample material was 
produced before the Tribunal in each case to show 
as to how the concerned employees were remaining 
absent for long periods which effect the work of 
the employer and the concerned employee was 
required at least to bring somematerial on record to 
show as to how his absence was on the basis of 
sanctioned leave and as to how there was no 
negligence . Habitual absence is a factor which 
establishes lack of interest in work . There cannot 
be any sweeping generalization . But at the same 
time some telltale features can be noticed and 
pressed into service to arrive at conclusions in the 
departmental proceedings " . 

24. In the case of L & T Komatsu Ltd., v / s N. 
Udaykumar (2008 I CLR 978 ), (supra ), the Apex Court 
has reiterated that habitual absenteeism is gross 
violation of justice . The Apex Court has held that 
the Tribunal or the Labour Court cannot interfere 
with the quantum of punishment based on irratio 
nal or extraneous factors and certainly not on what 
it considers a compassionate ground . 

25. In the case of Pandurang Vithal Keven v / s 
Bharat Sanchar Nigam ( supra ) the Division 


21. The Principles which emerge from the 
aforesaid decision and several other decisions of 
Apex Court are that the Tribunal/Court can 
interfere with the punishment and after the same. 
However, the discretion vested under Section 11 of 
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Bench of the Bombay High Court has held that 
unauthorized habitual absence is a misconduct 
which exhibits irresponsibility and lack of interest 
in work and devotion to duty . 


vis - à vis the documentary evidence at Exbts . 17 to 
20 and 22 to 26 which pertains to the past records 
of the Party I clearly indicate that: 


26. In the light of the principles laid down in the 
aforesaid cases it is crystal clear that unauthorized 
absence or habitual absence is a gross misconduct, 
which in the absence ofmitigating circumstances 
warrants dismissal. 


a ) The Party I was issued letter dated 

15-06-1990 (Exb.17 ) whereby he was called 
upon to explain as to why he had issued 
a press note regarding functioning of the 
Company 


b ) The Party I was issued charge- sheets dated 

29-8-1994 ( Exb . 18 ) for remaining absent 
without leave and thereby committing 
misconduct under Clause 29 (VI) of the 

Certified Standing Orders of the Company. 
c ) The Party I was issued charge - sheet dated 

20-11-1995 (Exb . 19) for unauthorized 
absence and thereby committing miscon 
duct under Clause 29 (VI) of the Certified 

Standing Orders of the Company. 
d ) The Party I was issued suspension order 

dated 28-3-2000 (Exb . 20 ) by way of 
punishment in respect of charges levelled 
vide charge - sheet dated 6-10-1998 . 


e ) The Party I was issued charge -sheet dated 

6-10-1987 (Exb . 22 ) for leaving the work 
place , inciting and instigating others to stop 
work etc. 


27. In the present case , the Party I is held guilty 
of habitual absence without leave . The records 
indicate that the Party I had not reported for duty 
from 30-10-1999 till the date of the charge 
-sheet i.e. 28-12-1999 and there after till 21-2-2000 . 
Thus the absenteeism alleged in the charge -sheet 
dated 28-12-1999 is not of few days but is of several 
months. Through the Party I had claimed to be 
sick from 30-10-1999, he had neither applied for 
leave nor intimated about his sickness but sent a 
medical certificate on 28th November, 1999. The 
said medical certificate indicates that the Party I 
was advised rest for twenty nine days w.e.f. 
30-10-1999. The Party I neither reported to work on 
the expiry of twenty nine days nor applied for leave 
or extension on the ground of sickness but on 19th 
February, 2000 forwarded three certificates dated 
29-11-1997 , 6-12-1999 and 21-1-2009 which are held 
to be false . The conduct of the Party I in remaining 
absent without leave or intimation and thereafter 
submitting false certificates to justify his absence 
is a total indication of lack of devotion to duty . 

28. It is also pertinent to note that the 
evidence of Shri Subhash Khandolkar, Jr. Manager 
(Personnel) in Personnel and Administrative 
Department indicates that the Party II is under 
administrative control of Ministry of Defence of 
Government of India . The Party II undertakes 
manufacture and repairs of various types of ships 
vessels etc. for Naval, Coast Guards, Customs and 
other Government Undertakings. The work under 
taken has to be delivered within the time schedule 
fixed , failing which the Party II has to pay heavy 
penalty / liquidated damages for the delay in 
delivery. This witness has deposed that absente 
eism and unpunctuality of employees causes 
loss and hardship to the Party II and also causes 
damages to its reputation . This statement has gone 
unchallenged , gives a clear picture of the nature of 
work /business activities of the Party II and how 
the absence or unpunctuality of employees affects 
the work as well as the reputation of the Party II. 


f) The Party Iwas issued warning letter dated 

26-04-1991 ( Exb . 23) whereby the Party I was 
warned for reporting late despite repeated 

oral warnings . 
g ) The Party I was issued charge - sheets dated 

21-1-1995 (Exb . 24 ) for remaining absent 
without leave . 


h ) The Party I was issued suspension order 

dated 19-8-1998 (Exb . 25 ) and charge - sheets 
dated 6-10-1998 (Exb . 26 ) for instigating and 
stopping other Workman from working and 
thereby causing loss to the Company. 


30. The witness Subhash Khandolkar has stated 
that the charge - sheets dated 29-8-1994 (Exb . 18 ), 
20-11-1995 (Exb . 19 ), 6-10-1987 (Exb . 22 ), and 
21-1-1995 (Exb . 24 ) were withdrawn at the oral 
intervention of the Union . This witness has denied 
that there was no intervention by the Union and 
that no action was taken against the Party I since 
the charges levelled against him were false . It is to 
be noted that the Party I has not specifically 
denied that the charge- sheets were withdrawn due 
to the intervention of the Union but has merely 
stated that he does not recollect whether the 
Party II had not taken action against him because 


29. The evidence of Subhash Khandolkar also 
indicates that the past record of the Party I is far 
from satisfactory. The evidence of this witness 
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of the intervention of the Union . This statement 
can neither be considered as a denial of a categori 
cal statement made by the witness Subhash 
Khandolkar nor can be evidence of Subhash 
Khandolkar be discarded on basis of such vague 
statement. This being the position , I am inclined 
to accept the evidence of the witness Subhash 
Khandolkar that the said charge- sheets were 
withdrawn due to the intervention of the Union . 


31. It is also pertinent to note that on receipt of 
the findings of the Enquiry Officer in charge- sheet 
dated 28-12-1999, the Party II had issued notice 
dated 28-11-2000 to the Party I to show cause 
against the proposed punishment of dismissal. 
The said notice which forms part of the enquiry 
proceedings at Exb . El colly also makes reference 
to warnings letters dated 24-4-1991 and 23-06-1995 
for reporting late and remaining absent without 
leave /permission . The Party I had replied to the 
said notice vides reply dated 22-1-2001. A persual 
of the said reply which forms part of the enquiry 
proceedings at Exb . El colly , clearly indicates 
that the Party I had not denied having received 
these warning letters . The fact that the Party I 
was issued such warning letters in the past 
also indicates that the incident referred to in the 
charge -sheet was not an isolated incident. On the 
contrary it forfeits the contention of the Party II 
that the Party I was a habitual absentee and a 
later comer. This also intensifies the gravity of the 
misconduct. 


34. In the case of Hombe Gowda Education Trust 
& Another v / s State of Karnataka & Others AIR 2006 
SC 975 , the Apex Court has held that “ This Court 
has come a long way from its earlier view points . 
The recent trend in the decisions of this Court seek 
to strike a balance between the earlier approach of 
the industrial relation wherein only the interest of 
the Workmen was sought to be protected with 
the avowed object of fast industrial growth of the 
country . In several decisions ofthis Court it has been 
noticed that how discipline at the workplaces / 
/ industrial undertaking received a setback . In view 
of the change in economic policy of the country , it 
may not now be proper to allow the employees to 
break the discipline with impunity. Our country is 
governed by rule of law . All actions, therefore , must 
be taken in accordance with law . Law declared by 
this Court in terms of Article 141 of the Constitution 
of India , as noticed in the decisions noticed supra , 
categorically demonstrates that the Tribunal 
would not normally interfere with the quantum of 
punishment imposed by the employers unless an 
appropriate case is made out therefor. The Tribunal 
being inferior to that of this court was bound to 
follow the decisions of this Court which are 
applicable to the fact of the present case in 
question . The Tribunal can neither ignore the ratio 
laid down by this Court nor refuse to follow the 
same" . 


32. It is also to be noted that apart from the 
charge of absenteeism , which is per say a grave 
misconduct and which warrants dismissal, the 
Party I is also held guilty of act of insubordination 
and subversion of discipline and loitering while on 
duty . In the case of employers , in relation to the 
management of West Bakaro Colliery ( supra ), the 
Apex Court held that the act of leaving the 
workplace without permission and disorderly 
behaviour with superior and co -worker is a serious 
misconduct and restored the order of dismissal 
passed by the domestic Tribunal and the 
punishing authority . 


35. In the instant case , the Party I has been held 
guilty of a serious misconduct. The past records of 
the Party I are not at all satisfactory . The Party I 
has not shown any other mitigating circumstances 
to interfere with the punishment imposed on him 
keeping in mind the binding principles laid down 
by the Apex Court in several decisions referred 
hereinabove and considering the nature of 
misconduct and the past records of the Party I, in 
my considered view , the punishment imposed 
on the Party I cannot be said to be shockingly 
disproportionate . Consequently the penalty imposed 
is neither illegal nor unjustified and this is not a 
fit case to interfere with the penalty imposed on 
the Party I. Hence , issue No. 3 is answered in the 
negative. 


33. As stated earlier, in the instant case , the 
Party I is held to be guilty of loitering while on duty 
and when questioned by the superior he indulged 
in acts of insubordination . Such acts , if brushed 
aside as minor lapses, can severely affect discipline 
at work place. Hence, it is necessarily to take 
stringent punitive measures which will have 
deterrent effect and discourage the other like 
minded employees from resorting to such acts. 


Issue No. 4 : The Party I is held guilty of charges 
levelled in both charge - sheets and his services have 
been terminated . The domestic enquiry is held to 
be fair and proper and the charges levelled against 
the Party I are held to be proved to the satisfaction 
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of the Tribunal. The penalty imposed on the 
Party I is held to be legal and justified . This being 
the case the Party I is not entitled for any relief. 
Issue No. 4 is answered accordingly .
